Gulp farm east of town, ,during the 
four years he has been living on the 
farm has had an unusual run of harfl 
luck. Only a few weeks ago a horse 
standing at the milk station took 
fright and ran away getting on the 
railroad rtacks near the Catholic ceme- 
tery and was so crippled by an engine 
that it had to be killed. 


The bad hick had not run itself out 


with this but turned up on Sunday 
when a valuable mare was found dead 
in the field. She had given birth to 
a colt recently and seemed in good 
condition when turned into the field 
and prostration from heat is the only 
explanation.

has lost two horses two colts 1 cow, 7 
sheep and a number of turkeys.

la<t -week. The will is such a peculiar 
asid intei e»ting one that the many ab- 
i-tracts made will be found well worth 
the reading. 


He first "commits my soul into the 


hands of the Almighty God. my Crea- 
tor who gave it and my body to the 
earth to be interred on lots Xos. 190 
and 
~-i*'2 "Area A,* in the Evergreen 


cemeteiy at Gettysburg, (said ceme- 
tery adjoins the Soldiers' National 
Cemetery and my lots are only eight 
feet Irom the fence. I hold a deed for 
the said lots)" and a special legacy 
of $100 is given "to the permanent en- 
dowment fund of the Evergreen Ceme- 
tery at Gettysburg, the interest to be 
applied toward keeping my burial lots 
in respectable condition and plant 
flowers on the graves during the sum- 
mer season." By the first codicil he 
gives an extra $50 to the Evergreen 
Cemetery Association to plant red 
roses on my grave and take the pro- 
per care of them and protect them in 
the winter from the frosts, &c/' 


By the second codicil he revokes the 


bequest of $100 to the Evergreen Ceme 
tery but does not revoke the $50 for 
red roses and as to his lots in the cem- 
etry here he adds "I direct that Rev. 
A. B. Miller and his wife now living 
at New Franklin, Franklin Co., Pa., 
be permitted to be buried, if they so 
desire, in my lots in the Evergreen 
Cemetery." 


He directs that "Should I fail to ar- 


range for a proper grave marker—then 
the professors of the Lutheran Theo- 
logical Seminary to decide on one and 
my estate to pay for the same. To be 
a respectable one—not to cost less 
•than' $800." 


The -will is in many places autobi- 


ographical, as follows: 


"1 -was born July 27, 1834, on Sun- 


day evening about 6 p. m., in Brothers' 
VaJJey township, Somerset County. I 
was educated at-the First Pennsylva- 
nia State Normal School at Millers- 
ville, Pa., through my own earnings, 
my father never assisted me any, his 
desire was that I should be a farmer 
and I could not see it." 


To his brothers and sisters he gives 


the American 
House 
in 
Somerset 


which cost over $4,500 and he adds, 
"I desire to say here that I want my 
brother? aud sisters and their chil- 
dren to be satisfied with what I have 
given them. 
They all fared better 


than I did as regards inheriting from 
home. I earned my money and have 
a perfect right to give it for such char- 
itable purposes wherever I think it 
will do the most good towards the up- 
lifting of suffering humanity." 


Later on he explains further, "The 


make up of this my last will and tes- 
tament may seem strange to some peo- 
ple. My brothers and sisters are all 
well to do, have plenty to live on, and 
I have given back to them nearly all 
that J inherited from home, besidese 
what I did for them otherwise." 


By the first codicil he gives his four 


brothers and one sister each $1000. 


He gives a view of his charitable 


Impulses in several of his bequests. In 
the second item he gives $1000 to the 
"American Tract Society, this great 
undenominational agency of the king- 
dom which God has so greatly hon- 
ored in the past. I trust will make 
the very best use of the money thus 
bequeathed to them so that it will ac- 
complish a great amount of good. It 
seems to me that we should grow a 
great deal broader than the religious 
sects, and that we should be growing 
faster into the conviction that Chris- 
tianity is greater and broader than 
religious sect, .and that notwithstand- 
ing our differences we are all one in 
Christ Jesus." 


"By great economy and industry I 


have accumulated a nice sum of money 
for charitable purposes and I want it 
to go where I have directed and sin- 
cerely hope and trust that sound judg- 
ment will dictate to every one. that i 
this, my last -will and testament is a 
wise one and that my estate will be 
settled up peacefully and strictly ac- 
cording to my wishes and directions 
I have never heen married, and have 
no heirs. I have tried to live under 
St. Paul's instructions."

A BOY IN GETTYSBURG-1863 


WHAT HE SAW~DURING THE 


£VEWTFUL BATTLE DAYS 


A Letter Written by the Same Boy 


Two Weeks After the 


Great Battle. 


"Coiuiug eveuts cast tlieir shadow 


before" was illustrated iu the state of 
mind prevalent iu the comuiuuity for 
ume time previous to the battle of 
Gettysburg. There was au indefinable

As a result of one of the alarms o f j 


the approach of the rebels 1 was sent 
to York Springs with the family horse 
to save him from capture. 


J well remember seeing, as a boy in 


my teens, the entrance of Early's di- 
vision of the rebel army, preceded by 
White's guerrillas who rode rapidly 
through the principal streets flourish- 
ing their guns in a threatening fashion, 
and later of my walking down Cham- 
bersburg street, with a boy's heart iu 
some trepidation iu front of tbe infan- 
try in their variegated brown or "but- 
ternut" as it was called and gray uni- 
forms, lounging ou the pavement and 
door-steos. And still later, I saw Gen. 
J£arly and his star!' on their horses, in 
front of my lather's office, receiving 
the answer to bis demands or supplies 
upon the town from the town council 
Messrs. Alexander Buehler and David 
Kendlehart were two of those present 
and taking part in the conference. Tbe 
next morning, 1 saw drawn up in 
front of the Court House for parole 
a motley array of prisoners the enemy 
had taken from the 26th, 'Pa. Militia 
the 
Philadelphia city troop, &c. 


Among the latter was a tall fellow clad 
in an ill-fitting suit of black which he 
had evidently procured for the pur- 
pose of disguise. His name was Welsh. 
J. Lowber Welsh of Philadelphia if I 
am not mistaken who later became a 
man of some promioance. 


I stood on tbe west side of Washing- 


ton street, in the square south of tbe 
J£agle Hotel, and saw Gen. Buford's 
troopers pass, as they entered town on 
Tuesday tbe 80th of June, and a little 
later with others stood by the General 
himself as dressed in a simple blouse, 
he bad dismounted iu front of tbe 
Ditterline residence on Chambersburg 
Btreet and seated on tbe door steps ad- 
dressed a dispatch to General Reyn- 
olds, conveying information which 
Mr. David McConaughy, Esq., was 
communicating verbally to him. With 
boyish curiosity and regardless of 
good manners, I looked over his shoul- 
der as he wrote. 


The next morning I was at the Eagle 


Hotel corner in a group of by-standers 
when Gen. Reynolds and his staff rode 
up and inquired for Buford. who had 
quartered there, and were told in my 
hearing that he had gone to the front, 
whence even then from the west along 
tbe Chambersburg pike the sounds of 
cannonading were proceeding. I then 
walked to the foot of Chambersburg 
street where the roads forked, where 
a number of people had gathered iu 
order to hear more distinctly, and 
whilst standing there, after a little 
time, Gen. Reynolds and his staff re- 
turned (from the Seminary, where, 1 
have learned since, he conferred with 
Buford) and be asked for "the nearest 
way to the Taneytown road." He wore 
a cap, the statue in the National Ceme- 
tery is a very fair representation of 
him as he appeared that morning. 
His restless dark eyes are pictured 
still on my mind's retina. In au hour 
or two's time he had fallen by the 
shot of a sharp shooter, at the front, 
and the story at that time was that tbe 
only receptacle for his body that could 
be obtained was a box too short for 
his valiant form, the small stock ol 
coffins iu the town having been taken 
up already for the fallen among his 
men. 


1 returned to jay home where my 


mother and sisters were engaged busi- 
ly in making bandages and drawing 
Jim for the wounded, who already 
were coming and being brought into 
tbe town. On stretchers passing our 
front door were borne the bloody, 
mangled forms of tall Westerners, 
bearing on their black felt hats the 
red circular patch denoting their mem- 
bership in the lirstdivisionof the First 
(Reynolds') Corps, many of them of 
the "Iron Brigade,'' composed of 
Wisconsin and Michigan regiments 
and an Indiana regiment, which cap- 
tured Archer's rebel brigade, which J 
saw marched into our town, via Mid- 
die and Baltimore streets, guarded by- 
Union troops, as I stood at the Court 
house coruer. I recall distinctly as 
part of the grim procession one com- 
rade supporting another who was 
sorely wounded, each on his own 
horse, side by side. As our wounded

could be seen, however, operating be that the air was rendered so close even 
on that day in the late fall that more 
tweeu the Hues aud a mounted officer 
(presumably) near whom, as I gazed, 
some oiissile struck the ground and 
sent the dirt flying into the air, visible 
even at such a distance. My curiosity, 
interest and gazing all were termi- 
nated suddenly by the passage over- 
head, tho it may have oeeii at no near 
distance, of a fiercely sounding missile 
of some description from a cannon's 
mouth, which caused a hasty descent 
from my lofty perch and return to my 
father's house. 


The next event recalled was the re- 


treat through town after the disastrous 
defeat of the Eleventh Corps, over- 
powered by numbers, on the reinfoice- 
ment of the rebels by JEwell's Corps 
on the northeast. Safely ensconced in 
the house out of range of the musketry 
and cannonading, I could see from an 
upper front window the jostling, hur- 
rying masses of our men on the street 
below, and soon my attention was ab- 
sorbed in what was going on in our 
house caused by the entrance into the 
kitchen and cellar, by way of the big 
alley and the smaller side and rear al- 
leys, of some of our retreating soldiers. 
An officer gave me his eword for safe- 


than one lady and even men fainted. 


My father aided, ae did many other 


citizens, in the entertainment of the 
distinguished guests invited for that 
occasion, his share being Governor 
Horatio Heymour of New York .and 
members of his staH', Gen. Abner 
Doubleday who commanded the First 
Corps in the battle after the fall of 
Reynolds, and Gen. Btoneuoan, the 
hero of the cavalry raid on Richmond 
during the war. At the table, I re- 
member criticism of Gen. Sickles was 
indulged in by some of the officers 
present, for hie advance movement on 
the left, which was forced back, and 
tbe remark of a minor officer that "to 
this day he (Geu. 8.) will tell you 
that that move saved the day."

My Dear Cousin: 
The rebels have 


paid us a visit, and I shall devote the 
greater part of this letter to an account 
of it, and its attendant circumstance;), 
which though imperfect, shall be done 
to the best of my ability. I think it 
was on Monday, the 15 of June, that 
the report came that the rebels were 
crossing the Potomac. The merchants 


large knife, both of which were return- 
ed to them some time later. A revol- 
ver also given me was handed over to 
Col. Coulter of the Pennsylvania .Re- 
serves shoitly after the battle. 


The memory of the dreadful cannon- 


ading and sound of musketry on our 
centre and right late Thursday night 
and its resumption in the early morn- 
ing of July 3rd still abides, and of the 
boyish fear, after retiring, that some 
stray shot might enter the window 
which faced the east, which prompted 
me to get out of bed and lie on the 
floor underneath the window, as also 
of calling from our enclosed balcony 
in the rear, next day, to men who bad 
raised the kitchen window of the 
house adjoining, for the time unoccu- 
pied, that I wished they "would re- 
spect private property" which was re- 
garded rather unexpectedly. Late in 
the evening or night we had gathered 
iu the upper hallway, tilled with dread 
from the awful crash of shot and shell 
and of apparently impending death, 
which led on my part to a greatly in- 
creased interest in a copy of the New 
Testament. 


On the morning of the 3d a round 


shell entered the gable of our bouse on 
the garret. I was lying on the floor of 
the room directly below. The racket 
caused may be imagined, the impact 
on the wall, the crashing of the brick 
on the garret floor, and of the sunder- 
ed timber, the rolling along of the shell 
till it reached the open door, and then 
thumping down the first 
flight of 


stairs, step by step, till it reached the 
lauding where our oldest little niece 
had been but a few minutes previous 
to that time. A broken piece of limber 
struck out by the shell on its course 
through the garret was driven through 
the side of a crib standing there, leav- 
ing an opening unrepaired to this diy, 
as a memorial of the battle.

fancied security, the farmers began to 
leave with their stock, the govern- 
ment officials, postmaster, 
U. S. 


Assessor, and others "skedaddled," 
business was almost generally sus- 
pended, and in fact nothing waw done 
but listening to, and discussing the 
returns of the hour, for every hour 
had its own. Th«* excitement contin- 
ued, though lees violent at souoe times 
than at others, until Friday, the 26th, 
the extraordinary quiet of which was 
to he broken by the Jong dreaded re- 
ality. (Some time after dioner a sud- 
den though reliable rumor came, that 
there was a force of rebels within a 
few miles of town. The Philadelphia 
City Troop, which had been lieie for 
some days, a home company of caval- 
ry, and all the military characters 
about town, immediately 
prepared 


for an "absquatulation." Just as tbe 
last trooper passed the square about 
center of the town, in came the rebel 
cavalry, at full gallop, with a demon- 
iac yell, firing at our retreating forces, 
several of which 
they 
captured. 


Some time after the infantry came up, 
accompanied by a band which attack 
up "Dixie" in the square—n pleasant 
sound for patriotic ears. Tbe force in 
town it is thought, numbered about 
2.000, that encamped in the neighbor- 
hood, about 5,000. They all left next 
morning, most of them in the direc- 
tion of York. Here they did compara- 
tively .'ittle damage, except where 
they encamped, where they laid waste. 
We had the honor of having one of 
their camps on our farm, about a mile 
from town. They relieved us of some 
of our fences, hay. straw, etc. We 
then drew breath again, until Wed- 
nesday morning, the 1st of July when, 
the rebels were again discovered near 
town, on the Chambersburg 
pike. 


Gen. 
Buford with his cavalry and ar- 


tillery, which had arrived the day be- 
fore moved out of town on the pike, 
where tbe engagement began, about 
nine or ten o'clock that morning. 
Soon after from the top of our house, 
I saw tbe 1st Army Corps under the 
lamented 
Reynolds, 
coming 
up 


across the fields. They were soon en- 
gaged, and lost their leader about the 
begin ing of the fight. 
Luckily I saw 


him a short time before he fell. Dur- 
ing the day our forces were rein forced 
by the 11 Corps, and the right changed 
around to the north side of town, 
where by the way, i saw a beautiful 
artillery fight, from a neighbors house. 
The enemy's reinforcements coming 
in from the direction of Harrisburg 
and'Carl isle, aud the unfortunate de- 
fection in the llth Corps compelled 
our forces to fall back to the south 
Hide of town, where they took up a 
splendid position on cemetery and ad- 
jacent hills.

ous incidents that occurred in G. dur- 
ing Rebel rule. We. in turn, (I mean 
our family), escaped remarkably well, 
but had to be on the watch all the 
time, day and night. Every half hour 
or so some famishing Reb. would come 
in the yard for something to eat. We 
gave them until we were afraid of 
starving ourselves, then we got rid of 
them the best way we could. I tried 
keeping watch one or two nights, but 
generally about 11 o'clock, if you had 
been omniscent, you would have seen 
your cousin font in the arms of Mor- 
pheus'." On the first, night (Wednes- 
day) 
about midnight, a Rebel captain 


of a North Carolina regiment woke UK 
up with a demand for all our bacon. 
Father demurred for a short time, but 
after a peremptory command to 'Come 
down and shoic us your store-room!" 
backed up by P -:,.uad of about 20 mea, 
he though; 
useless to resist, so he 


showed ; 
j officer the smoke house 


where taere were besides two fine 
hams, some pieces of dried beef. Af- 
ter taking down the hams, he took a 
piece of beef; S.. who was present, re- 
minded him that beef was not includ- 
ed in the order he had from his Gener- 
al, and which he showed. "Oh," he 
says, "that is intended," so the pieces 
of beef went along. He weighed it, 
gave us a receipt, and told us our gov- 
ernment ought to pay us for it! 
At 


the farm, however, pur loss will be the 
greatest. There artillery made roads 
over the grain fields, destroyed fences, 
injured the barn, and did other dam- 
age. 
There are several graves of both 


Union and Rebel soldiers in the fields. 
Taking it altogether, though, we have 
suffered very little compared witti 
some farms in the neighborhood, where 
there was heavy fighting. On some 
both house and barn were burned to 
the ground. Our cemetery has suffer- 
ed a great deal, although not as much 
as represented in some newspapers; 
some of the tomb stones were broken, 
many of the enclosures, the ground ia 
cut up, the fences around the grounds 
are leveled and there are numbers of 
horses and soldiers buried in it. Tt 
was used as a camping ground by the 
llth corps. It was there, I think. I 
picked up the fragment of a shell I 
sent you. 


On Saturday morning the Rebels 


evacuated the place, and a happier 
looking set of people you never saw, 
than the citizens of Gettysburg. 
Shut 


up in their houses for more than two 
days, part of that time in their cellars, 
and in constant dread of being killed 
by the flying shot and shell, no wonder 
they were glad when they saw the 
"blue-coats" running down street, ia 
search of straggling Rebels, and they 
assisted in hunting them up. C.. (my 
younger brother), and myself found 
one on our stable loft fast asleep. I 
called a couple of soldiers, and he waa 
a prisoner, almost before he knew it. 
On Saturday morning one of our offi- 
cers requested Uncle S. to leave hi3 
house (next door to ours) as he wish- 
ed to place sharpshooters in it. being 
a high building, and the Rebels stilt 
occupied the hill to the west of town. 
Fearing that the enemy might be tempfc 
ed to shell the houses occupied by the 
sharpshooters, and we being so close, 
we all xook our bundles, for we had 
been packed up for several days, and 
went over to brother W.'s. and spent 
the day. Providentially, however, there 
was nothing but snapshooting that 
day. and that was simply to cover their 
retreat. We returned in the evening, 
and have been living in peace ever 
since: we are all well, and thankful 
for the deliverance, both from tae 
"iron sceptre" of Jeff. Davis and his 
minions, and 
surrounding dangers. 


The court house, the churches and ali 
the public buildings, as well as many 
private houses are occupied as hos- 
pitals; besides these there are camp 
hospitals in the country near town,, 
where there are thousands both, o* 
Rebels and our men. wounded in every 
possible place. The college is occupied 
as a Rebel hospital. Hundreds of the 
wounded are being sent off every day 
to the cities. T have no idea of the 
number killed and wounded in the bat- 
tle. I guess it is at least 30,000 on both 
sides. Coffins pass the office door every 
few minutes. 
Crowds of strangers are 


here from all parts of the country on 
different errand?; some to nurse the 
wounded, and some 10 take away their 
wounded friends and others to remove 
dead bodies. An undo of mine c^m# 
all the way from Massachusetts to as- 
sist in the hospitals. The numbers of 
the Rebel army here during the fight 
are variously estimated at from 80,- 
000 to 100.000. Among the generals 
were R. E. Lee, Ewell, Longstreat, aad 
Hill. M. saw Ewell and I saw Early, 
whom I had seen before when he pttt- 
ed through to York and Wrifhtarilla. 
Lee was teen by several citizens.

Battle Experiences Recalled. 


A'.reitus McCreary. a native of Get- 


tysburg, contributes 10 the July "Mc- 
Clure's Magazine" au article entitled. 
"Gettysburg: A Boy's Experience of 
the Battle." and from it we take the 
following extracts: 


Oxtr house stood on the corner of 


•Baltimore and High streets, and we 
-did not dare to look out of the win- 
dow? on the Baltimore street side. 
Sharpshooters 
from 
Cemetery Hill 


were watching all the houses for Con- 
federate sharpshooters and picking off 
every person they saw, since from that 
distance they could not distinguish a 
citizen from a soldier. Ou the High 
street side we could stay out on the 
porch during the heavy artillery fir- 
ing. 


Along this street from east to west 


of the town was stretched a line of 
Confederate infantry iu reserve. From 
.time to time they were moved away, 
and others took their place. 1 remem- 
ber how poorly clad they were. Most 
of them were ragged and dirty, aud 
they had very little to eat. I saw one 
man with a loaf of moldy bread and a 
canteen of molasses. He would break 
a piece of bread, pour molasses over 
it. and eat it with what seemed great 
relish. I asked him if that was all he 
had to eat. He answered, "Yes. and 
glad to get it, too." I had many talks 
with these men as they lay along the 
pavement and on the cellar doors. 
They were a sorry lot. poorly equipped 
and poorly fed. I saw one man pass- 
ing the house ou horseback, without 
shoes, and with spurs strapped on his 
hare heels. The officers seemed to be 
much better cared for. 


"We took shelter in the cellar and 


for two days the bullets were continu- 
ally flying across our yard, so that 
none of us dared to go to the-barn. As 
we had a number of pet rabbits there, 
we were very much exercised about 
feeding them. 
A Confederate soldier 


offered to feed them for us, and did 
eross the yard, with the bullets whiz- 
zing around him, I remember how 
brave we thought him. 
• "Speaking of bravery, there was an- 
other Confederate soldier who was so 
fearless that he climbed a cherry tree 
in the center of the yard and sat eat- 
ing cherries in a most unconcerned 
manner, although the bullets were cut- 
ting through the leaves continually. 
Of course, these were stray bullets, for 
he could not be seen, but his position 
was just as dangerous. There was a 
line of sharpshooters just beyond us." 


t "We had an old cow that had been 
in the family for years, and the morn- 
ing of the first day of the fight we had 
ppt her in pasture as usual. This pas- 
ture was near the edge of town. Of 
course we saw nothing of her during 
the three days of fighting. Often one 
of us would say, "I wonder what has 
become of the old cow." The general 
opinion was that we had seen the last 
of her. On the morning of the fourth 
clay, father, my brother and I took a 
walk over the field to see if we could 
find any trace of her. We saw many 
terrible sights. Dead soldiers were ly- 
ing around thick, dead horses, and 
many cow skins and heads; from this 
last we soon came to the conclusion 
that our cow had been killed for food 
like the rest, so we gave her up. As 
we were eating supper one evening a 
week or more after the battle, we 
heard a familiar bellowing in the 
street. Everybody sprang from 
the 


table and rushed out. There stood our! 
dear old cow. looking as happy as it 
is possible for a cow to look at being 
home again. We petted and hugged 
her in our pleasure at finding her alive 
and soon had her in the stable in her 
own familiar stall. Then we discover- 
ed that she had a bullet hole in her 
neck and one in her side. She was 
not severely hurt, however, and both 
bullets came out eventually. We found 
out later that all the cows in that par- 
ticular field had got out in some way 
the first day of the fight and had wan- 
dered off about ten miles from town, 
beyond the firing line. After the bat- 
tle they all found their way back to 
town.

The king bird has beeu accused of 


being injurious as

tio^ofhis stomach will prove that it 
contains more injurious msects than 
beefe. The red wing blackbird eats 
many seeds of uoxious weeds, wheu a 
supply of gram cau easily be touud, 
arid the robiu, though considered a 
graiu eater, destroys mauy seeds and 
berries ot noxious weeds aud plants. 
The: Colorado potato beetle has beeu 
fouiid in the stomach of these vane- 
ties of birds. The (Grosbeak feeds large- 
ly ou the potato bug, but this variety 
of bird is very scarce iu this section of 
tbejcountry. 


The best bird friend the fruit grower 


hastis tbe woodpecker, which feeds ou 
tbe'beetles that infest trees, and alto 
OB ants that are found on trees. The 
bl uejay lives on the tent caterpillar iu 
winter. Nearly naif of the food of the 
cuckoo consists of caterpillars of vari- 
ous kinds; Professor F. E. L. fieal 
gives au instance of where 250 speci- 
mens of caterpillars were found in the 
stomach of a single cuckoo. This bird 
feeds so largely on the fuzzy caterpillar 
that the fuzz has been known to pierce 
the stomach, and the inner lining of 
the stomach has been thoroughly cov- 
ered with fuzz. 


Professor Beal, of the New Jersey 


State Horticultural Society, says com- 
plaint has been made of birds destroy- 
ing fruit and grain, but, on investiga- 
tion, it has been fouud that the birds 
have been so abundant that each one's 
eating a small quantity amounts to a 
great deal in the aggregate; yet there 
has been found but little iu the stom- 
ach of each, and they were doing more 
good than 
barm, the 
weed seeds 


amounting to 54 per cent, of their food. 
It is hard to strike a balance, as if a 
bird eats a quart of berries and also a 
quart of injurious insecto, no man can 
teil-tne harm that might have been 
done by the insects and their progeny, 
while we can put a market value on 
tbe fruit. What the horticulturist is 
demanding is a general lowering of 
this injurious insect life. In no better 
way can this be done than by encour- 
aging the increase of birds by provid- 
ing suitable resting places and by pro- 
tecting them in every way. 
• Tbe English sparrow, imported 
from another country, was not a very 
beneficial bird in its natural home, 
and on being transferred to new envi- 
ronments has become an injurious 
species here. It is not desirable to im- 
port foreign species to this country as 
it has proved to be a failure wherever 
attempted. Protect our own birds 
which every farmer can do on hie own 
premises if he will.

For Peach Tree Borers. 


ihere is uo more serious pest of the 


peach tree iu Pennsylvania than the 
Peach Tree Borer. It is the larva of 
a Clear-wing moth, which flies by day 
darting quickly from place to place. 
The egg is laid during July and 
August on the base of the tree, aud 
after some days the larva or grub 
hatches aud commences to feed at the 
surface of the L-ark, finally eating its 
way thiough and boring up and down 
and across beneath the bark, 
often 


cutting off the total sap supply, caus- 
ing the tree to wither as though scald- 
ed. After the pests have passed beneath 
the bark, they are concealed and can 
not easily be reached with insecticides. 
They should then be killed by cutting

mum being, as before, one-fourth of 
•he maximum, unless otherwise pro- 
vided. When, however, the person to 
Le sentenced has already for previous 
offenses, been in a penitentiary twice, 
for a. year or more each time, any- 
uhere in the United States, the Court 
must fix the maximum at 30 years. 


Of course the offender under inter- 


mediate sentence gets no benefits in 
the way of commutation for good be- 
havior applied to the old style of fixed 
sentences. 


But it is in the matter of the parole 


that the intermediate sentence offers 
easement and a chance at redemption. 
The Boards of Inspectors of the East- 
ern and Western Penitentiaries must 
meet once a month, and at this meet- 
ing all the prisoners whose minimum 
terms of intermediate sentence will ex- 
Dire in three months may apply for re- 
lease on parole. 
When the circum- 


stances of the case an dthe behavior 
of the prisoner warrant it, the Gover- 
nor, upon the recommendation of the 
Board, then releases the prisoner, who 
is given his liberty as long as he be- 
haves himself. If he fails to behave 
i:p to the maximum time of his inde- 
terminate sentence he must go back 
to prison and serve the balance of the 
tcrm. If the released man behave 
himself during the period of his pa- 
role the parole is discontinued at the 


'end of the maximum term of his sen- 
tence and he Is in every sense a free 
man. More than this, If during the 
period of parole the Board believes the 
offender is going thereafter to live a 
reputable life, it may, upon the pa- 
roled man's application, recommend 
him to the Governor for absolute par- 
don. 


The Board of Inspectors is also em- 


powered to appoint parole officers to 
look after the welfare of the men on 
parole and to take steps and make reg- 
ulations for the operation of the new 
law. 


Where the law has been in force it 


has proven both successful and bene- 
ficial both to the public and those who 
come under its provisions. It has 
lightened the burdens of the tax payer. 
It has saved the man who for the first 
time breaks the law from becoming a 
criminal. 


The idea of the law is new—to Penn- 


s\lvaniia—and so subversive of all the 
old ideas about crime and its suppres- 
sion iinn. bome iegisiaioi s, .some judges 
and perhaps even some disintersted 
sociologists are in doubt as to how the 
plan will operate. But the practice of 
such a law is long past the experiment. 
New Zeland has had a law embodying 
the idea of probation since 1886. 
France passed such a law in 1891. It 
has been tried in Massachusetts since 
1891% and now 19 states of the United 
States have it. From all of these the 
testimony of results, often furnished 
by men who at first opposed the idea, 
is of such nature that the only wonder 
is that all the other States have not 
fallen into line long ago. 


On Probation. 


lr provides first that when the per- 


son convicted of crime is a first offend- 
er—except in the case of murder, ad- 
ministering poison, kidnapping, rape, 
arson or burglary of an inhabited 
dwelling house—the judge may sus- 


J peud the imposition of the sentence 
i usually provided by law and place the 
[convict on probation under such con- 
' ditions as suit the case. 


Where the punishment is a fine, in 


default of which the convict would he 
required to serve a prison term, the 
probation may still be operative, pro- 
vided the fine be paid in installments 


j as fixed by the sentencing judge. When 
the judge thinks it advisable he may 
appoint some discreet person to serve 
as probation officer to watch the case, 
at a salary fixed by the Court. All 
these points and terms are made mat- 
ters of Court record. 


The length of time during which the 


offender is under probation is, to a 
certain extent., at the discretion of the 
judge, but it must not be more than 
the maximum term of imprisonment 
established for the offense, nor less 


than the minimum, and where there is 
no minimum fixed by law, as is fre- 
quently the case in this State, it must 
be one-fourth of the maximum. Whon 
the terms of probation have been sat- 
isfactorily fulfilled the judge shall dis- 
charge the offender and make a record 
of it. Violation by the offender of the 
terms of probation subject him to 
treatment as an escaped convict and 
the imposition of the suspended f--n- 
tence. 


The Indeterminate Sentence. 


The application of probation, it will 


thus be seen, is discretionary with the 
judge. In the matter of the indeter- 
minate sentence the law is mandatory, 
but applies only to persons sentenced 
to imprisonment in the Eastern or the 
Western Penitentiaries and ihe Hunt- 
ingdon Reformatory. 


It has been most severe on the con- 


firmed criminal, who is no sooner out 
of jail than he gdes at it again and 
shortly in again. It means liency to 
first offenders, giving opportunity lor 
reformation and it means longer terms 
for old offenders in whom there is no 
hope of reformation. Many are ask- 
ing why they should be discharged at 
all, for the big majority coming o'Jt 
periodically to impose upon the com- 
munity the cost of arresting and try- 
ing them again and again. 


Under the old law, when the new 


system has been tried, 70 per cent of 
the prisoners drifted back to criminal 
ways, but under the system Pennsylva- 
nia has adopted but 25 per cent, wr-nt 
that way.
